Farm Program 
Again Slows 
Weary Senate 


Humphrey Charges 
Propaganda

The stop and-go Senate, already 
w earied by two historic debates, 
w as slowed down again today by 
continuing discussion of the con­ 
troversial farm prog ram . 
About 
20 senators 
w aited to 
speak on the ad m in istration ’s p ro ­ 
posal to substitute flexible price 
supports for the rigid props now 
in effect at 90 p er cent of parity. 
Previously the S enate was stymied 
by the atom ic filibuster and a rg u ­ 
m en t over 
proposed 
censure of 
Sen. Joseph K M cCarthy (R-Wis.). 
Sen. Hubert H. 
H um phrey (D- 
M inn.), one of the first to gain the 
floor in the second day of debate 
on the bill, accused the adm inis­ 
tration of using “ im m oral p ropa­ 
g a n d a ’’ to prom ote its program . 
He said President Eisenhow er fa ­ 
vored IOO per cent parity in the 
1952 cam paign. 
Hits “Im m oral’’ Propaganda 
“ There have been continuous ef­ 
forts . . . to try to disassociate 
th e adm inistration from its p ro m ­ 
ises,” H um phrey said. 
“ The a d ­ 
m inistration policy of 1954 is a 
betray al of 1952 prom ises.” 
H um phrey rejected President E i­ 
senhow er’s stand that rigid, high 
supports create a problem of farm 
surpluses. 
“ This talk about surplus is im ­ 
m oral p ro p ag an d a,” H um phrey a s­ 
serted. 
Although 
adm inistration forces 
w ere confident of success and push­ 
ed for a showdown, they indicated 
the test probably will not be re a c h ­ 
ed until F riday because of con­ 
tinuing debate. 
The House has approved a flex­ 
ible scale of 82 1 2 to 90 per cent 
for farm price supports, co n trast­ 
ed to the 75 to 90 per cent range 
sought by the adm inistration. How­ 
ever, President Eisenhow er has en ­ 
dorsed the com prom ise.

the first six m onths of this year, 
about $700,000,000 more than in 
the first half of last year. 
How 
ever, it still was $700,000,000 under 
the record total of $286,1 OO.(MMI for 
the full 12 months for 1953 
2. 
Inventories dropped $2,100, 
000,000 on a seasonally adjusted 
basis durin g the first six m onths 
of this year. They totalled $78, 
246.000.000 at the end of Ju n e 
President Eisenhow er has blamed 
a pileup ol inventories as the main 
cause of the business decline O rd­ 
ers to factories are expected to 
pick up when stocks of wholesalers 
and retailers are trim m ed down. 
3 Total sales of m anufacturers, 
w holesalers and retailers rose to 
$48,300,000,000 in June, up $2,265, 
(KH),OOO from May. 
But even so, 
Ju n e sales were $2,253,000,000 short 
of a year ago. And June, 
1954, 
sales did not gain as much as usual 
over May.
